Ladies  and  Crent lemon, 

I  wish  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  for  your 
consideration.  It  is  based  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  1956  and  includes  extracts  from 
my  Annual  Report  on  those  services  in  the  area  which  are 
administered  by  Cheshire  County  Council  under  Part  III 
of  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1948, 

The  birth  rate  fell  this  year  from  16,5  per  1,000 
population  to  13,95  -  the  lowest  figure  to  bo  recorded 
since  the  Second  Vi/orld  Vi/ar.  The  corrected  death  rate 
remained  approximately  the  same  as  last  year  at  14,87  per 
thousand  population  v/hilo  the  Infs-ntilo  Mortality  rate  at 
35,71  was  also  very  much  the  same  as  in  1955, 

The  year  vi^as  singularly  uneventful,  a  result  no  doubt 
of  the  effective  preventive  measures  in  operation  through¬ 
out  the  tovi^n.  In  the  pioneering  days  of  a  hundred  years 
ago  the  energies  of  the  Public  Health  Services  were  directed 
against  the  appalling  insanitary  condition^  polluted  v/ater 
supplies  and  ignorance.  The  success  that  has  been  achieved 
is  to  be  seen  in  the  reduced  infant  mortality  rate,  in  the 
increased  expectation  of  life,  in  the  improved  physique  of 
the  school  child  and  in  the  reduced  incidence  of  infectious 
disease.  We  are  nov/  assured  of  clean  v/ater,  our  food  is 
being  prepared  under  gradually  improving  hygienic  conditions 
and  we  are  committed  to  a  slum  clearance  programme  to  improve 
the  housing  conditions  in  the  Borough.  One  important  element 
remains  relatively  untouched  -  the  air  v/e  breathe.  During 
1956  the  Glean  Air  Act  became  lav/  and  it  is  hoped  that  through 
it  and  as  a  result  of  future  legislation  the  air  of  industrial 
built-up  areas  v/ill  eventually  be  as  pure  as  that  of  the  country 
side . 


Details  relating  to  slum  clearance  will  be  found  in  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  section  of  this  report.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  scheme  has  been  held  up  but  at  the 
time  of  v/riting  it  has  boon  possible  to  take  up  v/here  v/e  left 
off  and  it  is  hoped  to  deal  v/ith  many  more  houses  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairmoin  and  Hombors 
of  the  Gonmiittoe  for  their  invaluable  help  o.nd  co-operation, 
and  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support  through¬ 
out  the  year.

PHYSICAL  FKATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  roughly  triargular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Dukinfield, 
on  the  north  west  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Ashton-undor-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  cast  by  Mossley  and  Mot tram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  v/hich  at  this  point  is  the  boundar^^  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  tovm;  the  northern  half 
lies  in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire. 

For  administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in 
Cheshire.  -  5  - 


The  Borcugh,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the 
West,  is  situate  on  the  v^esterly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain, 
7-|-  miles  aast  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of 
the  town  is  built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  4  00 
feet  above  sea  level,  the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises 
to  a  height  of  1,000  feet. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  industries  in  the  town  are  many  and  varied  but 
cotton  remains  the  most  important  in  relation  to  the 
numbers  employed.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  Gove  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  who  has  kindly 
supplied  me  v/ith  statistics  v/hich  show  that  the  average 
number  of  wholly  unemployed  during  1956  was  88  (6o  men 
and  25  women)  the  highest  figure  being  107  in  April  and 
the  lowest  being  68  in  June.  Those  figures  include  31 
disabled  persons  of  whom  23  arc  men.  There  was  a  slight 
fall  in  the  number  of  persons  engaged  in  textiles  which 
amounted  to  4,196  as  against  4,404  in  1955.  This  represents 
approximately  39,8^  of  the  insured  population  of  10,546.

BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  56  fewer  births  recorded  in  the  Borough 
in  1956  than  1955,  Altogether  there  were  308  births  of 
v/hich  161  were  n:alos  and  147  females  giving  a  corrected 
livebirth  rate  of  15,95  per  thousand  population. 

Table  I  shov/s  the  comparative  figures  for  the  remainder 
of  the  country, 

DEATH  RATE. 


There  v/oro  310  deaths  in  the  Borough  in  1956  a  decrease 
of  12  on  the  previous  year.  Of  those  160  were  males  and 
15  0  v/erc  females  giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  13,77  per 
thousand  estimated  population. 
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The  standardised  death  rate  for  Stalybridgej  that  is 
the  death  rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in 
age  and  sex  distribution  in  Stalybridge  compared  v/ith  the 
country  as  a  v/hole  ,  was  14,87,  The  decrease  in  the  number 
of  deaths  is  to  be  found  entirely  in  the  females  where  a 
reduction  of  2o  was  noted.  By  contrast  the  male  deaths 
increased  by  11  in  1956.  The  commonest  causes  of  death 
were  heart  disease  with  100  cases ^  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  with  54  cases  and  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  with  42  cases.  There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  cancer  deaths  though  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lung  was  more  than  doubled  from  5  to  11, 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  no  fatal  road  accidents 
occurred  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
other  accidents  was  reduced  by  five.  Altogether  8  deaths 
were  recorded  in  this  category  of  which  all  but  two  were  in 
people  in  the  extreme  age  groups  -  either  the  very  old  or 
the  very  young. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  has  shovm  there  is  no  doubt 
that  a  connection  exists  betv/een  cancer  of  the  lung  and  smoking. 
There  is  also  no  doubt  that^  per  thousand  population,  more  people 
die  each  year  in  industrial  areas  such  as  Stalybridge  than  in 
the  country  as  a  whole.  The  figures  since  1950  are  to  be  seen 
in  Table  II  where  it  will  be  observed  that  the  death  rate  is 
consistently  and  appreciably  higher  in  Stalybridge  than  in  the 
country  as  a  whole.  This  increase  may  bo  attributed  to  res¬ 
piratory  conditions  of  which  not  least  in  importance  is  bronchitis. 
The  unfortunate  town  smoker  therefore  appears  to  run  a  double 
risk  and  even  though  he  stops  smoking  he  still  breathes  in 
air  which  is  polluted  by  industrial  and  domestic  smoke.  It 
is  hardly  consistent  therefore  to  encourage  abstinence  from 
nicotine  and  at  the  same  time  ig^nore  the  question  of  smoko 
abatement.  If  the  same  energy  that'  produced  clean  and 
wholesome  water  supplies  and  improving  hygiene  in  food 
premises  is  directed  to  providing  a  clean  air  to  breathe 
v/ho  knows  how  much  pain  and  suffering  will  bo  relieved  and 
by  V7hat  further  years  the  expectation  of  life  v/ill  be  increased. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  to  35,71  per  thousand 
related  livebirths .  This  figure  is  computed  from  the 
deaths  of  7  male  and  4  female  babies  which  are  analysed  in 
Table  V  and  in  v/hich  it  will  bo  noted  that  eight  occurred 
during  the  first  month  of  life. 
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NEO-NATAL  DBATK  RATE . 


The  neo-natal  death  ratej  which  represents  the  number 
of  deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  per  thousand 
livebirths^  was  22.72  compared  with  21.98  in  1955, 

MATERNAL  IMORTALITY. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year.

DAIRIES,  COVlfSIIEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS, 

Once  more  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  reduction 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In 
1956  no  new  cases  v^rero  reported  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  this 

happy  state  of  affairs  has  been  brought  about  in  this  area  by 

the  sale  of  milk  which  is  free  from  tubercle  bacilli. 

In  all  28  sam.ples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 

to  the  Public  Hoavlth  Laboratory  for  the  methylene  blue  test 
and  for  biological  testing  for  tuberculosis  -  all  returned 
satisfactory  results, 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1958, 


The  Cheshire  Counter  Council  continue  to  administer  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  samples  of  food  noted  below  v;ere 
obtained  in  the  Borough  d  uring  the  year  by  the  V/eights  and

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


26  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  results  were  recorded  as  follows 

5  samples  of  the  Town's  v/ater  were  found  to  be 
satis  factory  * 

3  samples  of  a  small  chlorinated  supply  serving  185 
houses  in  the  Millbrook  district  were  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

18  samples  of  the  spring  supplies  in  the  Carrbrook  and 
Millbrook  area  were  taken  -  10  were  satisfactory  and  8  un¬ 
satisfactory.  As  I  reported  last  year  the  supply  of  water 
to  a  limited  number  of  houses  and  farms  in  this  area  is 
suspect  and  this  is  the  reason  for  the  comparatively  large 
number  of  samples  taken.  The  Committee  kept  a  very  close 
observation  on  the  wholesomeness  of  this  supply  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  in  view  of  its  past  record  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples . 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Ashton-u-Lyno ,  Stalybridge, 
Dukinficld  (District)  Waterworks^  Mr.  M,  T,  B,  Whitson^  reports 
on  the  Stalybridge  water  supplies  as  follov/s  :-

SPECIFIC  INFECTIONS. 


1956  was  remarkable  for  the  low  incidence  of  infectious 
diseases  and  only  110  cases  in  all  were  notified  the  lowest  in 
the  history  of  the  town.  The  major  attacking  infectious  disease 
v;as  whooping  cough  which  accounted  for  78  cases, 

DIPHTHERIA  . 

Once  again  I  can  report  that  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  1956  j  and  it  i  s  satisfactory  to  note  tha.  t  only  one  case  has 
occurred  in  the  past  eight  years.  Immunisation  is  carried  out 
free  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  at  the  clinics  and  the  number 
of  children  protected  v/ill  be  found  in  tho  section  of  the  report 
v/hich  deals  v\^ith  the  services  administered  by  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee,

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases,  notified  was  only  8 
and  these  were  of  tho  usual  mild  t^^pc .

3  cases  v/ere  notified  during  the  year  and  deaths  classified 
to  this  cause  numbered  9, 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 


There  are  no  cases  of  typhoid  fever  to  report  during 

1956. 

POLIOLAYELITIS. 

For  the  first  time  since  1952  two  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis  were  notified ^  one  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic. 
During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  the  scheme 
for  the  va.ccination  of  children  against  this  disease  and 
more  detailed  information  appears  under  the  report  on  the 
work  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

TU'BERCULOSIS. 

24  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been  notified 
and  of  these  9  were  cases  transferred  from  other  areas. 

5  persons  were  certified  as  having  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  one  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  as 
compared  with  4  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  non-pulmonary 
in  1955.  Further  comments  on  this  disease  together  with  a 
report  on  the  scheme  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  will  be  found  in 
the  section  which  deals  v/ith  the  v;ork  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee,

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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Plealth  Gomraittee, 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  tenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Cleansing  Department  and 
Public  Hea3.th  Inspector’s  section  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  * 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  has  continued  but 
unfortunately  due  to  economic  factors  the  yearly  programme 
has  been  considerably  reduced. 

Important  new  legislation  was  introduced  during  the 
year  -  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  which  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  January  and  1st  July  -  and  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  which  received  Royal  Assent  on  the 
5th  July,  1956,  Both  will  add  considerably  to  the  work 
of  the  Public  Plealth  Inspector  but  the  powers  they  contain 
are  welcomed. 

The  very  necessary  work  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  continued  normally  and  whilst  it  is  not  possible 
to  provide  a  v/eekly  collection  service  for  the  v/hole  of 
the  Borough  with  existing  staff,  a  reasonable  service  was 
provided  for  all  districts. 

On  the  2nd  August  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of 
Designation)  Act,  1956,  became  law  -  thus  the  designation 
Sanitary  Inspector  ended  and  was  replaced  by  Public  Health 
Inspector,  a  title  much  more  in  keeping  with  the  present- 
day  duties , 


The  work  of  the  department  generally  has  proceeded 
smoothly  and  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  could  not  have 
been  done  without  the  co-operation  of  the  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr,  G.  P,  Spencer*  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  Porem.an  and  men  of  the  Cleansing  Depart¬ 
ment  , 


I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  co-operation  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Deputy 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

The  above  figures  show  that  from  the  observations  taken 
the  number  of  smoke  nuisances  has  fallen  considerably  and 
that  some  progress  is  being  made  in  reducing  the  amount  of 
industrial  smoke  emitted  into  the  atmosphere. 

Vi/hilst  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  became  lav/  on  the 
Stti  July,  1956,  the  provisions  relating  to  smoko  control 
areas  did  not  come  into  force  until  the  31st  December,  195  6, 

The  sections  mainly  concerned  with  the  control  of  smoke 
from  industrial  chimneys  etc,  and  smoke  nuisances  are  not 
yet  in  force  and  it  has  been  stated  that  it  will  bo  early  in 
1958  before  those  sections  arc  in  operation.

A  further  233  visits  were  mdo  by  the  Public  Health  Inspoo-hoi'n 
Tv/o  sewer  treatments  wore  carried  out  during  the  year  the 
first  with  zinc  phosphide  as  the  poison  and  the  second 
experimentally  with  Warfarin.  Unfortunately  the  rat 
population  'in  the  sewers  has  apparently  been  increasing  and 
following  consultation  with  the’  technical  officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  c"c  Food  it  was  decided  to 
carry  out  a  'Warfarin  treatment  experimentally  in  the  sewers. 
This  treatment  covered  the  period  from  the  8th  October  to 
the  7th  November,  1956.

On  the  8th  day  the  manholes  wore  visited  again 
and  the  follov/ing  takes  recorded 

24  complete  takes 
95  part  takes 
513  no  takes , 

The  24  manholes  v/hero  complete  takes  were  recorded  wore 
revisited  and  2  lb.  baits  were  laid.  2  days  later  these 
manholes  were  revisited  and  no  takes  were  recorded  in  21 
but  in  3  complete  takes  v/ere  sgain  noted .  These  3  man¬ 
holes  were  rebaited  with  further  2  lb.  baits.  On  re- 
inspection  14  days  later  at  least  half  the  bait  remained 
in  each  of  the  throe  manholes . 

The  treatment  appeared  to  have  been  very  successful 
and  a  number  of  dead  rats  v/ere  actually  seen  in  the 
manholes  and  on  adjoining  surface  properties.  It  is 
the  intention  to  follov/  up  with  a  farther  'Warfarin 
treatment  in  six  months  time.

The  number  of  new  cases  attending  the  clinic  increased  once 
again  althou^  the  total  attendances  showed  a  slight  fall.  Even 
sc  the  figure  of  admost  4;  000  can  be  regarded  o,s  sa-tisf actory , 
indicating  a,s  it  does  the  popularity  of  this  service  v/iun  thc^ 
mothers  of  the  tovm.  There  v-/orc  267  births  in  Duhinfield  during 
the  year  and  224  cases  canic  to  tne  clinic,  \7hilo  tneso 
figures  .arc  not  strictly  comprarablc,  it  is  rc.asonab].c  to  assume 
that  aporoximately  84fb  of  the  babies  wore  broup;ht  to  the  Child 
Welfare^ Clinics,  the  same  percentage  as  in  1955- 

During  the  year  "DreiDvaration  cla,sses  were  started  for  the 
expectant  mothers.  These  were  given  by  Mrs.  W.R.'whitc  who  was 
helped  by  the  midwives  and  health  visitors.  The  classes  proved 
very  popular  and  altogether  161  expectant  mothers  a,ttcnded. 

Surveys  on  this  typo  of  work  have  proved  its  value  and  I  am 
convinced  that  expectant  mothers  should  be  given  every  encour¬ 
agement  to  attend.  The  Comnittec  was  wholohcarcdly  behind  the 
schcm.o  and  provided  the  equipment . 

I  would  like  to  mention  at  this  point  that  as  a  result  of 
the  hard  work  put  in  by  the  health  visitors,  which  was '  considerably 
assisted  by  the  Voluntary  Committee,  a  projector  and  screen  were 
purchased  in  July  for  the  display  01  films  connected  witn  ncaRth 
education.  It  is  proving  beneficial  in  this  field.

Wc  wore  wll  very  sorry  to  los  the  sorviocs  of  Dr.  E.  M. 

Cant  who  resigned  on  medical  grounds  early  in  the  year  after 
devoting  eight  years  to  the  health  of  the  pre-school  children  in 
the  to\A/n.  Dr.  Cant  was  the  first  medical  officer  to  be  appointed 
by  the  County  in  this  area,  following  the  transfer  of  the  Child 
Welfare  sorviocs  from  Stalybridge  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  and  the  work  she  did  was  greatly  appreciated  not  only 
by  the  riothors  but  also  by  the  clinic  staff.  Wc  were  fortunate 
when  her  husband,  Dr.  P.  V.  Cant  was  appointed  to  succeed  her  in 
September. 

A  second  change  of  staff  occurred  when  Miss  Richardson 
resigned  after  a  period  of  twelve  months  in  the  tov/n.  She  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  O’Crara. 

In  the  building  itself,  redeooration  of  the  weighing  room 
was  completed.  This  was  made  necessary  because  of  repairs  to  the 
building  due  to  dry  rot.  A  now  water  heater  was  installed  so 
that  one  is  now  able  to  turn  on  the  tap  marked  "hot”  with  som.c 
degree  of  confidence  as  to  the  temperature  of  the  rbsu-ltant 
effluent !

The  advanta.ges  of  the  clinic  to  tho  mothers  in  this  area  arre 
cmph.asiscd  in  the  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  welfare- 
sessions.  Altogether  there  were  1,453  attend, anccs  during  -the 
year  of  children  under  five  -  a  very  good  figure. 

The  building  was  completely  redecorated  internally  and  minor 
modifications  were  m.ade  including  tho  installation  of  an  extractor 
cowl  over  tho  sterilizing  bench.  During  tho  year  Miss  Flint  and 
tho  voluntary  workers  raised  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  projector 
for  use  in  health  talks.  Health  education  is  becoming  m.oro  and 
more  important  in  the  prevention  of  ill  health  and  in  promoting 
the  wellbeing  of  the  individual  and  a  projector  of  the  type 
purchased  is  invaluable  in  this  field.

The  wfork  of  vaccination  writh  B.C.G-.  now  a  routine  measure 
as  a  conplement  to  the  nonmal  preventive  measures,  continued 
throughout  the  year.  It  will  bo  noted  that  there  was  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  in  the  number  of  school  children  and  contracts 
vaccinated.  By  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  957  schoolchildren 
and  contacts  had  received  3.C.G-.,  a  figure  wjhich  is  being  added 
to  each  quarter,  and  it  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  on  test¬ 
ing  those  v.accinated  in  previous  years  all  proved  to  bo  still 
protected.  The  acce-Dtanco  rate  hov'^cver  fell  to  65'p  w'hich  is 
disconcerting.  Not  all  children  tested  required  vaccination  and 
those  who  shov'/cd  postive  mantoux  tests  were  referred  to  the 
School  medical  Officer  for  a  special  ox.aminatlon  when  ho  next 
visited  the  school.
